. HIS MEDICINE RULE AT - 
| “BARTS.” 

8 CENTURIES OLD LINK. 
The eminent medical men . from 
all parts of the world who are here 
attending the Harvey tercentenary 
celebrations were present at a lun- 
cheon given by the Treasurer 
(Lord-Stanmora) and Almoners and 
the medical staff of ' St. Bartholo- 
mew's Hospital, where Harvey was 


physician from 1609 to 1630. Lord. 
Stanmore presided, 

Sir Wilmot P. Herringham, con- 
sulting physician to the hospital, 
proposing a silent tribute to the, 
memory of Harvey, recalled how 


-| Harvey, after graduating at Cam- 


bridge, pursued his studies in the 
university of Padua, took hia M.D. 
at Cambridge, and later took up 
his residence in the City of Lon- 
don, within five malnutes! walk of 
“BartJs”” ; 

Alluding to Harvey's marriage, 
he remarked that two things in 
particular were known of Mra. 
Harvey. *She was a most kind- 
hearted woman, and she ‘was the 
owner of an’ accomplished parrot, 
to which she was much attached, 
Harvey pronounced a very charm- 
ing eulogy: on the parrot, but later 
he dissected it. (Laughter.) 

“Charge” to Harvey. 

Sir Wilmot read the terms of the 
charge.that was solemnly laid upon 
Harvey when he was appointed to 
the hospital. This stated:

INQUIRY INTO RECENT: 
TAIKOO FATALITY. 


WORKMEN N WARNED. 


In his capacity a as Coroner, Mr, 
R. E. Lindsell and a jury yester- 
day afternoon held an inquiry into 
the death of a Chinese fitter who 
. died at the Government ' Civil! 
“Hospital on June 7, as the result, 
of injuries received in an explo. 
gion on board the s.3. “Wabasha,” 
which was then undergoing ‘re- 
pales. at the Taikoo Dockyard. 
Dr. G. H. Thomas, of the Gov- 
ernment Civil Hospital, said that 
the man was: admitted to hospital 
ina moribund condition, being 
severely burned. - Nothing much 
could be done for -him excepting 
' certain injections as heart stimul- 
ants. He died soon afterwards., 
Cause of death was shock as a re- 
sult of the burns. 
_ Lau Siu, a fitter employed at 
Taikoo, said’ that on’ June ‘7, he 
and the deceased were detailed 
to work in a lower ‘tank or hold on 
board the “Wabasha.” The witness 
descended into. theetank shortly 
afted 1 p.m. and discovered that 
there was a strong amell of kero- 
sence. He told the foreman about 
this and the latter gave the work- 
man warning not to use matches 
in that tank. The witness next 
went to get his tools to commence 
work but when he returned he 
‘found the deceased lying on the 
deck in an. unconscious condition 
with injuries to his

at the Dockyard, stated that he 
did not. know if there were any 
Government. regulations as re- 
gards, work on board an oil tank- 
er, but it was the practice at the 
docks not to start work on. any 
such vessel unless they had a cer- 
tificate that the vessel wag “gas 
free.”

Culture ond Morals. 

4, In pointing out the great in- 
fluence of education and habits 
upon man’s moral life, Confucius’ 
laid the foundation for that won- 
derful Chinese educational sys- 
tem in which culture and good 


.Jmorals have been accounted for 


centuries as ‘the supreme things 


both in man and in government. 


The cultivation of ideal manhood 
has long been instructed along 
four principles: the preservation 
of the sense of shame, the crea- 
tion of the spirit ef humility, the 
maintenance of a life of simpli- 
city, and lastly the encouraging 
of the habit of constancy, in one's 
aim and pursuit, ‘Thus the most 
prominent of the Chinese charac- 
ters are _self-consciousness, 
humility, simplicity and persever- 
ance. 

5. The study of the rules of 
propriety, poetry, music, good 
manners and refined tastes in the 
beautiful was recommended by 
Confucius as . supplements to 
morality, From this has evolved 
the characteristic of the Chinese 
civilisation—the attitude . to- 
wards harmony. Westerners are 
in the habit of thinking in terms 


of personality based on Heal atte : 


ism, But the fundamental view 
that permeates the Chinese struc- 
ture of society is harmony. This 
innate love of harmony is not 
mere collectivism or mere’ solidar- 
ity. It is both emotional and in- 
tellectual. We-do not think in 
terms of individual liberty or per- 
sonality, but in those of harmony’ 
between our self and all around us. 
The harmony. of the universe is |- 
the supreme goal. Our self is im- 
portant to the extent that it 
brings harmony with the whole 
scheme of.family, village, the 
state and the whole Universe. 

Another trait of the Chinese 
mind asa whole is the love of ab- 
straction. It is opposite to the 
‘Western love of particulars. _The 
Chinese mind runs along-the line 
of generation, theory, and meta- 
physical abstraction, while’ the 
estern mind is concrete, direct, 
practical and particular. ’ 

6. Confucius endeavoured to 
synthetise, in order to preserve 
and: make. more effective, the

: NEW FOREST. - . : 


"VN TIME OF NEED. , 


Lovers of animals who had: been 
distressed at the newa that large 
numbers of the New’ Forest ponies 
were reduced to a starving condition 
through the scarcity of herbage 
will be relieved to hear that the 
Peopte’s Dispensary, > for ‘Sick 
Animals have come to their succour, 
This timely act .of assistance de- 
serves tecognition for several 
reasons. In the firat place it is}. 
moat desirable that this particular 
breed of small horses should be pre- 
served. In the second place, their 
ownors are in large part poor com- 
moners without the means of them- 
selves procuring tho necessary aid, 
says the London “Daily Telegraph.” 

Unlike.the deer, the New Forest 
ponies are not indigenous, but 
come’ from stock in which there is 
sald to be Arab blood. They are | 
often spoken of a8 “iwild” ponies. 
As anybody acquainted with. the 
Forest knows, they are “wild” ‘only’ 
in” the sense of belng unbroken, 
unshod, and ‘unfamiliar with the 
halter. Every one ‘of them—and 
there may be two thousand—has an 
owner who {s anxious about its 
welfare. There'are breeders.who 
own -scores. 

Fonled' in the open, they are 
allowed to range the heaths and 
woods in perfect freedom, picking 
up sustenance where and how they 
can.The herbage in ‘the open 
parts of the New Forest is nowhere 
luxuriant or particularly nourishing. 
for browsing animals of the size of 
a horse, but somchow these hardy 
little animals manage to pull them-. 
selves through the winter months 
in circumstances that would be the 
death .of others accustomed to 
regular feeding. They will browse 
on coarse furze and the ane 
growth of stony places,  thoug' 
sometimes it fs necessary for them 
to do this by night as well as day, 
And, it has been’ remarked ns testi- 
mony to thelr -hardihood ‘that in 
spite. of this continuous hard ex- 
Istence they preserve their quality 
in an extraordinary way.

ADDING REGENERATION TO" 
THE RECEIVER.» 


i, frequently happens that the 
owner of a tuned radio-frequency 
receiver, in which no regeneration 
ie present, is diasatisfied with ‘his 
get because it is not as ‘sensitlve as 
he thinks it should be. This is 
particularly the case when the set- 
owner {8 a person who, in 
the days of the one-tube re- 


generative receiver, _ was ‘able toj- 


pick ‘up atations a thousand miles 
or moro distant, night after night, 
and who, consequently, is inclined 
to wonder why some of our multi-|' 
tube receivers are not as sensitive, 
tube for tube, as were the regen- 
erative one-lungers, of other days. 
However, where a lack of regen- 
eration, due to over-neutralisation, 
results:in a receiver being insensi- 
tive, this deficiency may easily be 
supplied by anyone with a little 
ingenuity. , 

Regeneration may “be introduced 
into a ‘receiving set of-the tuned 
radio-frequency type ‘by the simple 
expedient of constructing a 30- 
turn ticker coil, of one of the pan- 
‘cake or flat type, of ‘about the same 
diameter as the radio-frequéncy| ' 
transformer that connects with the 
detector tube. The tickler coil 
connects between the usual “P” or 
plate terminal of the detector 


‘{socket, and the transformer’ ‘or 


other audio coupling means.. It 
may be laid firat.on one ‘side and| 3! 
then on the. other, to note which 
side augments; rather than backs, 
the radio-frequency « transformer. 


| Also, the spacing between tickler 


coil and radio-frequency transfor- 
mer may be varied.by inserting 
folded paper. The regenoration 
js controlled not by variable spac- 
ing between the coupled coils, but 
by means of a volume ‘control 
rheostat (200 ohm—2 Megohm) 
shunted across the tickler, coil. 
This’ method’ provides razor-sharp 
control’ of regeneration. ©The 
knob of the rheostat is placed in 


| some convenient spot on the re- 


ceiver panel, or in a handy location 
for ready’ manipulation. 


Don't Overload Your Power Tube. 


Many of the present-day B- 
power units ‘actually supply a 
maximum voltage of 200 and over, 


{even under load, with , the result 
| that the 71 type power tube 


is 
actually overloaded so far as plate 
voltage is concerned. Further- 
more, if the usual C bias of 40.6 
volts ts applied, there is apt to be 
serious distortion as well as over- 
loading, . because of the exceas 
plate voltage. 

While most’ B-power units are 
not’ provided , with a. contro] for 


the maximum B tap, this fs aj: 


mistake, particularly with the 
latest. types of gaseous and fila- 
ment rectifiers which deliver well 
over 180 volts. The careful radio 
enthusiast will do well, therefore, 
to insert a variable high resistance, 
such as a 200 ohm—2 Megohm 
Rheostat in the B plus maximum 
lead going to the plate of the power 
tube, in order to ‘cut down the 
voltage to 180 in. keeping with the 
C: bias and the rating of the tube.

yellow roofs of the Forbidden City 
towards the ‘blue-grey . Western 
Hills, through an atmosphere, for 
the greater part of the year in- 
comparably: clear, reasserts paci- 
fying influences, investing the 
city as a whole with a wonderful 
serenity, . : 
In such a place life, if occasion- 
ally anxious and-unpredictable, 4s 
for the:most part mellow and gay.

LORD. TERRINGTON. 
A FURTHER REMAND. 


The hearing was resumed at 
Guildhall before Alderman Sir 
Louis Newton, . of the, charges 
against Lord Terrington:

Hull, where “Sir Harold Reckitt 
and the Little Green Estate Com- 
pany, of which Sir Harold was a 
director, had accounts. Lord 
Terrington was in the habit from 
time to time of drawing cheques 
under the powers of attorney. | 

Mr. Scott - produced a_ letter, 
dated Nov. 4, 1925, from the bank 
to Woodhouse and Co., showing 
that Sir Harold’s.private account 
was then in debit to'the bank to 
the extent of £60,696, a loan ac- 
count to the extent of £7,000, and 
the Little Green: Eatate account 
tothe extent of £33,355,” 
The letter asked that. these 
amounts should be reduced. .He 
(Mr. Scott) understood the debit 
on the Little Green Estate ac- 
count was to be reduced by a sale 
of Reckitt shares, and the private 
account by a mortgage. In De- 
ember, 1926, Sir Harold’s ac- 
count was credited with £10,000 
from’ Woodhouse and Co.

STEPHEN LANGTON. 
SEPTCENTENARY TO BE HELD 
-OPHIS YEAR, 


CANTERBURY CELEBRATION. 


The 700th. anniversary of the 
death of Stephen Langton, the 
Archbishop of Canterbury, who 
was very largely responsible for 
King John’s assent ‘to Magna 
Charta; will be celebrated in Can- 
terbury Cathedral in July.
